CUSTOMS 

G.SK. 602(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1; of 
section 25 of the Customs Act, 1962 (52 of 1962), the Central Government, 
being satisfied that it is necessary in the public interest so to do, hereby makes 
the following further amendment in the notification of the Government of 
India in the Department of Revenue and Banking No. 49-Customs, dated the 
9th April, 1977, namely :— 

In the Schedule annexed to the said notification, in the Explanation, foi 
item (2), the following item shall be substituted, namely:— 

“(2) ‘package tea' means tea packed in unit packs or containers of a 
type as are ordinarily put up for the purpose of retail sale abroad 
under a brand name and have been approved bv the Tea Board 
constituted under section 4 of the Tea Act, 1953 (29 of 1953), only 
for the said purpose and includes packages known as ‘lota’ of two 
packs packed together in which the net weight of tea contained in 
the basic pack unit does not exceed one kilogram. 

Note.—The brand name approved as aforesaid under this item shall be in 
addition to the requirements, if any, to be complied with bv or 
under the provisions of the Trade and Merchandise Marks Act, 1958 
(43 of 1958).”. 

2. This notification shall come into force on the 1st day of Mamh, 1979.
